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THE “STEAM ROLLER” AT WORK!

T he national convention of the Republican party, held in Chi- 
rago this week, has been called a convention of "dummies” by 
Lincoln Steffens, the famous newspaper correspondent. 
Dummies they w'ere not—and they were neither deaf nor 
dumb—hut they were evidently dominated by the “master mind” of 
ThctKkire Roosevelt. 

Of course, this is nothing new. Former Republican conventions 
have been dominated by Marcus A. Hanna; stiH others by Rosooe 
Conkling or James G. Hlaine. However, there was always a strong 
opposition to be reckoned with. This seems to have been entirely 

eliminated by the "steam roller” in the present Republican convention. 

• « • 

Evcrybcnly familiar with the situation knew weeks ago that Wil¬ 
iam Taft would l)e nominated. I’ierpont Morgan, weeks ago, gave 
out an interview .stating tlut Taft would be the next president. And 
PieqionI ^^organ knew what he was talking about And he also knew 
that this announcement would not hurt Taft. Otherwise he would 
not have made it. 

And it did not hurt him. 

* • * 

Taft is the candidate of the high finance. Tlic big financiers of 
this country are not willing to let the Republican party suffer for the 
sins of Tlierxlore Roosevelt. Of course they considered the last term 
of Roosevelt an unlucky epismlc—a sort of accident as it was. he 
coming in through the death of McKinley. But onr plutocrats have 
confidence in Taft. They do not blame him for going with Roosevelt, 
particularlv since he could not help himself. And they know that 
Mr. William Taft is a safe and sound and conservative gentleman, 
weighing 250 pounds, and that he is not going to'hurt them by sending 
congress rerllmt mes.sages against "predatory w'ealth” as THdy did. 
Taft is a millionaire himself. And he was the first federal jud^e to 
issue in/unctions against labor. 

So the nomination of Taft was a foregone conclusion. From 
the .standpoint of an intelligent plutocrat he is much preferable to 
ei^er Cannon. Knox or Hughes—because Taft, having the support of 
Roosevelt, besides being a ven' conservative man, has about him also 
"that glamor of radicalism.”. . . . 

• * • 

To be sure, there was a desperate effort on Wednesday to stam¬ 
pede the convention for Theodore Roosevelt. Not that they like 
iTeddy more than they like "Big Bill." On the contrary. How¬ 
ever the ’“/lilies'' —that is, all the "favorite sons”— like themselves 
best of all. And knowing that Roosevelt cannot posibly accept—the 
"favorite sons” hoped to profit by the stampede and be able to fish in 
troubled waters. But the "stampede" failed "to make good." 

* • * 

There was really no excitement about the presidential nomina¬ 
tion in Chicago. The various "favorite sons” had no show from the 
(tart. And the least show of all had a man by the name of Robert 
Marion LaFolIette. 

He is the only candidate to whom the big financiers would acl- 
mdOy object His last performance as filibuster has practically killed 
him with the conservative element of his party. 

However, Bob is a very sly politician. And while neither the 
plutocrats nor their lawyers seem in anv wise to understand the trend 
of the time, and are blindiv nmning the Republican par^, or at least 
iu present aggregation, into the breakers—just where Cleveland ran 
the Democratic party—Bob can see the cloud on the horizon and under¬ 
stands its meaning. We shall have more to say about Bob presently. 

• » • 

The fight in Chicago was altogether on tlie platfonn. 

Of course, Teddy lud a platform prepared, or had his followers 
prepare one for the convention. 

Teddy's platfonn is anything but radical. The platform asks for 
very little. It is, above all Aings, a business man's platform imd con¬ 
siders tbe so-called business interest of the country. But a big party 
like tbe Republican partv is made up of different elements brides 
the "business men"—and the words "business man* here means only 
a capitalist, and is used merelv by the old parties because it sounds 
better. 

Besides the capitalists there are still in the Republican par^Rfeat 
numbers of wage workers and farmers, and they have to be cajoled. 
The Republican party depends upon them to futnlslr the’ votes. 

• * • 

And that is where the great difficulty came in. The conservative 
trades unions, with Samuel Gompers and Guy Fuller of the Brother¬ 
hood of 'Trainmen as their spokesmen, demand^ a stre^ plank against 
the issuaiKe of injunctions in cases of labor disputes. 'Now'the Re¬ 
publican platform proposed tbe following on that point; 

"W* daeUre for nich UDondiiwnta of tbe ststutee of procedure in tbe fedenl 
eourte with leapeet to tbe uee of Ibe writ of iojuoetwe.u will M tbe ope bead, 
prevent tbe eummery iwue of such orden without proper ronsideraUan. and, on 
tJto otber, win preserve undiminUhed tbe power of tbe courts to enforce tbeir pro- 
eeas, to tbe su tbnt Jnstlee may be done stall times and to all partiea.” 

This was neither fish nor flesh. It practically meant that the in¬ 
junctions win be continued. And the laborites onnosed the plank. 

On the other hand. Cannon, Crane and lotne of (tie conservative 
gentlemen played a sly game. They pretended to oppose this plank 
as granting too much. And some even went so far as to ask for the io- 
•eraon of a plank expressing confidence in tbe judiciary, la other 
words, they demanded that the c^italista, who own the judiciary, 
should again express confidence in their own tool.' 

At the time of this writing, the merry war is 'Still piing on. 

• a • 

However, one thing is safe to say. If the capitalist politicians 
helieve that the workingmen who are in the habit of voting the Repub¬ 
lican tk^ will still vote it in spite of Samud Gompers—who is put 
'down as a Dtamocrat amrway—then all the workingmen will fret in the 
platform will be a few ‘‘glitterme geHeralities.” 

But if the Republican leaders think that there is any danger of 
tbe workingmen droppii^ the Republican ticket, then the politicians 
assembled in Chicago win adopt almost any oM fdank or any new 
plank that Gompers and Duncan aud Fuller may ask—because three 
months after election all these planks will be forgotten anyway. Noth¬ 
ing will be done. The Speaker of the House or some otber great per- 
aonage will see to it that nothing is done.

u.scd for manufacturing purposes. 
As the exemption from taxation of 
all manufacturing plants is part of 
the single tax idea, it is to be ex¬ 
pected that the wort-lords of Ore¬ 
gon have voted like "reformers'' 
in the propositions put before them. 

The big Pine Tree Lumber Co. 
of Little Falls, Minn., has just 
given substantial testimony to the 
emptiness of Republican pros¬ 
perity by laying on a lot of em¬ 
ployes. uch man turnerl adrift re¬ 
ceived a courteous letter in which 
the company said: "We regret ex- 
ceeilingly to inform you that trade 
conditions are siwh that we will 
have to reduce our shipping, load¬ 
ing and planing mill crews, so as 
to enable us to give steady work to 
a small crew, rather than run a full 
crew only two days a week.” 

And yet some of the men put in 
economic jeopardy would doubtless 
rather work two days a week than 
no days at all. 

In France recently a soldier 
named Mezicres used bad language 
to his corporal—that is, made the 
mistake of thinking his thoughts 
out loud—and the merciful authori¬ 
ties promptlv gave him ruling dass 
justice: FIVE YEARS AT HARD 
I*ABOR!

It was simply another case of 
class justice, in the face of which.

The most enthusiastic and satis¬ 
factory convention ever held by 
Wisconsin Social-Democrats was 
that which marked the opening of 
the fall campaign, and which was 
held in Milwaukee last Saturday 
and Sunday.

It ought to be preserved in tbe 
Smithsonian Institution as a sanqilc of deep capitalistic political wis- 
tlom. It sound.s pnifouiid, and conveys no nxaiiing at all. 

However, the idea that Rqittl.licaniMii would "give each an equal 
right to earn” will be news to the niillions wlio are out'of work. 

And the other phrase that "Ri publicaifism gives equality of oji- 
porlunity” ought to bring jo- to tbe prxir lnim|)s who will now try to 
compete with Rixkefcllcr, Carnegie. Schwab or Fierpont Morgan. 

However, (KTsonallv I am glad to note that the Rqntlilican party 
wants to "aastirc to each his sliarc of the consfanllv increasing store 
of jxisscssions.” According to .Senator Julius Caesar Burrows, 
wlxmi we quoted alx'vc, tlx total wealth of this cotimry is $i io,oc»,- 
000,000. 1 'his would lx about $1400 per capita. Now. the (yxialists 
are not in favor pf ilividing up. not at all. But it apixars that the 
Reptihlicaiis arc. They w ill ' a«suic each his share of tlx coii.stantly 
incrca.siiig store of jiosxssions," ti getlxr with "the e.}iialily of o/i- 
portunity." And that means an cquof vliare. Acconling to the Uniterl 
Sutes census this would give every family of five about $7,000. And 
I hereby take tlx oiqxirtunity of pressing m\ ctaint.

Kieckhefer, a niemlxr of the committer on ixrnant-nt organization. 
Hr thereby also shows tiat lx is not at all ojiposeil to tlx hig capi¬ 
talists when they Is long to tlx "(ricmllics.” 

Yet he i» making a mixalciilatiun in one respect. He dixs not 
know thex German millitiiaircs well ciiougli. While both of thex 
gentlemen have hix barrels, ihi-y liave tielil barrels. .\nd I am afraid 
that nothing will <x>/e out for the raiite of IjFollelle and "reform.”

Tile altimpt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Federation of klincrs, although 
defeated by tlie solidarity of organized 
l.ilK>r and lhe_ Socialist movement, re¬ 
vealed the ezistcnce of a far-reaching 
and uii'crupulou.-i conspiracy by the 
ruling class against the urganizatioiu 
'•f labor. 

In their efforts to take the lives of 
the leaders of Ihe miners the 
conspirators violated the stale Uiv* 
.iiid tbe lederal constitution in a man¬ 
ner seldom equaled even in a coun¬ 
try so onnplctely dominated by the 
prolit-seeking class as is the ITnitrd 
States. 

The congress of the United States 
has shown it* contempt for the in¬ 
terests of labor as plainly and nn- 
mist ikahly as have the other branches 
of government. The law* for 
which the bihor organizations have 
v'mtinnally prittinned have failed lo 
imss. 1-aws Ostensibly enasteii for the 
benefit of labor have lieen distorted 
against labor. 

The working class of the United 
States canned expect any remedy 
for Its wrongs from the p-ci- 
ent nilmg class or from the dominant 
parlies. So long as a small number 
of individuals arc permitted to cnnlrol 
the sources of the nation's wealth 
tor their private profit, in com¬ 
petition with each other and for the 
exploitation of their frllownwn, in- 
dnatr-al depressions are bound to oc¬ 
cur at certain intervals. No ctirrcncy 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitalist reformers csti 
at-ail against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. 

Individual competition leads in- 
eyitaMy to combination* and trait*. 
No amount of govermnent regglatiog, 
or of publicity, or of rntrictive Icgjt- 
lat-oa »til arrest the natural course 
of modern industrial developmenl.

Resolution A^^ pted at the IVtsconsin Social-Democratic State 
Convention. 

WHEREAS. The orfanixatkmof labor into trades onions is a 
bulwark and aafeguard of tfte working class in prcTcnting the lowering 
of the sundard of living among the wage ein^eri: ajid 

WHERl^I. The success of organised labor ^otecta cither di> 
rectly or indire|tly all men and women who work for a living, maintain¬ 
ing a living sme for (he wage earners on the one hand and indirectly 
aiding the farmdvorker on the othet hand by making it possible for the 
wage earners purchase more freely the farmer products: and 

WHEREAS The capitalists as a class have undertaken a crusade 
for the destruaon of the labor organisations, the so-called open shop 
policy thinly v2« sn attempt to close the shops against organised 
workingmen: itls becked by powerful capitalist orgsmsations, with mil¬ 
lions of dollars in their war funds- The courts, always hostile to la¬ 
bor. have of latr outdone all previous records in perverting the law 
to the service of the capitalist cU^s. They have issued injunctions for¬ 
bidding the calling of strikes, the announcement of boycotts, the pay¬ 
ment of union benefits, or even any attempt to organise unorgenised 
workingmen In cenain trades and places. They have issued arbitrary 
decrees dissolving; unions under the pretense of their being labor trusts. 
They have sustained the capataKsts in bringing damage suits against 
unions for the purpose of tying up or sequestrating their funds. They 
have wiped off the statute books many labor laws—laws protecting 
little children from exploitation in the factory, taws giuranteeing the 
right of workingmen to belong to unions. While affirming the right of 
employers to bar organised worktngniefi from employment, they have 
declared it tmlawinl for workingmen to agree not to patronize non¬ 
union establishments. That in the Danbury Hatters* case, the United 
States Supreme Ccurt has rendered a decision worthy to stand with 
its infamous *'Dre(i Scott decision** of fifty years ago. It has stretched 
and distorted tfe Anti-Trust Law to make it cover labor organisations, 
and has held that the peaceful method of the boycott ia unlawful, that 
boycotted employers may recover damages to the amount of three times 
their loss, and that the property of individual members, as well as the 
union treasuries, may be levied upon to collect such damages. By this 
decision the Supreme Court hss clearly shown itself to be an orgsn of 
class injustice, not of social justice. 

WHEREAS. The present syrtem of capitalism has so far proved 
its inefftciency to meet the needs of the people that millions of workers 
are now thrown out of employment and their families forced into 
poverty, therefore, be it 

RESOLVEl). That the Social-Democratic party of Wisconsin 
stands with organized labor in all its struggles to resist oppression. It 
declares that it is the duty of all men and women who earn their own 
living, whether it: the city or on the (arm. to be active and loyal mem¬ 
bers of the orgsrt/ed labor movement, striving to accomplish immediate 
relief for yourselves and your wives and to save your children from ex¬ 
ploitation and mnrule.
